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Doctors worried 
review will do harm

Doctors in this town believe it will be difficult to attract any new 
doctors if the existing acute care facilities are reduced in any way 
after an announced functional program review is carried out by the 
region. 

They say they recognize that the region's plan is not to actually 
close the beds, but they may move them into one of the other two 
areas of the hospital. However, they say even the movement of beds 
out of the acute area is dangerous to the future of the hospital. 

"Doctors come to places where there are hospitals, not long term 
care facilities, but acute care," said Dr. Scott Holder. He says doctors 
want to be able to admit and do procedures, and without that ability, 
they will lose the attraction to coming to Didsbury. 

Dr. Richard James concurs, "There will be no doctors coming if 
they shut down the acute care." 

Holder adds, "Not only that, but retaining the existing doctors 
will be a large problem." 

The outpouring of concern was triggered by an article in last 
week's newspaper in which J lm Ramsbottom, chief executive officer 
for the local health authority, announced that the region had 
received funding from the province to review the overall workings 
of the Didsbury hospital. 

It has been funded by the government alter a request in 1996 
from RHA5 to address the aging nursing home and auxiliary 
hospital portion of the hospital. The region is hoping to be granted 
capital costs to build onto or renovate that part of the hospital. 
However, before that can be granted, the whole use of the facility 
must go under review to determine the best of use of what is already 
there. 

There are presently 15 accute care beds at the hospital, of which, 
Ramsbottom says are only running a 49% occupancy rate. There are 
also 80 long term care beds and two for respite care. The review will 
take place to examine where the beds could be better used in 
relation to need. 

However, local doctors say that just looking solely at the statis¬ 
tical occupancy rate is deceiving and they should know because they 
are constantly admitting patients into those beds. 

In concurrence with Ramsbottom the doctors say that it may look 
like the beds are not being used, but in fact they are, however stays 
in the hospital have just been shortened at the request of the 
province. 

"Should we be penalized for being more efficient?" asks Dr. 
Quereshi, one of the four doctors in the Didsbury and Carstairs 
area. 

They also worry that the straight numerical values of these beds 
is being misinterpreted. Because the accute care beds are used not 
only for in-patients, but also emergency out-patients, and admit¬ 
tance before and after surgery, they are actually being used to a 
large extent. They say the beds are needed to make sure there is 
always one available to a patient or doctor who needs to use it for any 
type of care. 

To remove those beds and place them into a another area of the 
hospital, they say would also have other consequences.

Grabbing at the grants 

The Memorial Complex plans 
to try to take advantage of the 
Community Lottery Board 
Grants that are still available. 
They have submitted a number 
of applications hoping to offset 
some costs of major projects 
that they wanted to complete in 
the coming year. On all of these 
projects the Memorial Complex 
manager, Rhonda Hunter is 
only applying for half of the 
total project cost. These include 
a salt water system for $60,000, 
of which they could apply for 
half of the cost. Also a sound 
system at $15,000, baffles at 
$17,000, new changeroom floor¬ 
ing at $15,000 and tempered 
glass in the arena to replace the 
plexi-glass at a cost of $40,000. 
These projects were chosen be¬ 
cause Hunter felt that they had 
the ability to enhance the ap¬ 
pearance and the public's re¬ 
sponse to the facility, and be¬ 
cause she felt that the dollar 
value could be matched in each 
facility's 1999 budget. The coun¬ 


cil accepted the Community 
Lottery Board grant applica¬ 
tions that have been submitted 
to the board as information.

Council plans to meet with 
representatives of TransAlta to 
discuss a number of issues. The 
meeting will be in the middle of 
December and will be held 
jointly with the Town of Olds. 
Some of the issue the local coun¬ 
cil plans to bring to the table 
are the rate hike, and the brown¬ 
outs or black-outs that have 
been widely publicized. 

Rate rental increase 

The town approved a rental 
rate increase for the local swim 
clubs who use the aquatic cen¬ 
tre at the Memorial Complex. 
The club has been paying $30 
per hour for the last four years 
since the beginning of its op¬ 
erations. However, Rhonda 
Hunter, Complex Manager 
says that the club has more 
than doubled their member¬ 
ship. "A $5 per hour increase 
is both acceptable and afford¬ 
able for the club and will sub¬ 
sidize the need for additional 
maintenance, lifeguards, and

"Without acute care we'll 
lose other things," said James. 
He indicates that the labora¬ 
tory will be become defunct, 
the x-ray facility would lose 
its purpose and the staff would 
have to find other places to go. 
Also, the visiting surgeons in 
obstetrics, urology and other 
specialities would likely dis¬ 
continue their visits because 
they would have less flexibil¬ 
ity to admit patients without 
adequate acute care beds. 

Ramsbottom has not defini¬ 
tively said that acute care will 
be completely removed, nor 
that any rearrangement will 
be made, but he does admit 
that acute care will be coming 
under the microscope during 
the program review which 
looks at the use of the hospital 
as a whole, which will be com¬ 
pleted over the next three 
months. 

But, the doctors say, that 
they believe it would be ex¬ 
tremely harmful to the hospi¬ 
tal to curtail the acute beds at 
all. 

"It will make a huge im¬ 
pact," says Holder. 

The newest doctor to town, 
Dr. Harry Koonar, says that 
keeping the facilities in full 
tact would help restore some 
of the public's faith in the fu¬ 
ture of the hospital, and would 
therefore attract some of the 
patients that have gone else¬ 
where. 

As part of the functional 


program review being done at 
this hospital, they will also be 
looking at the types of pro¬ 
grams available, and perhaps 
making suggestions which 
programs could be added or 
increased in participation to 
make sure the hospital is busy 
enough, according to 
Ramsbottom. 

The doctors suggest an in¬ 
crease in the surgical proce¬ 
dures being done. 

Through all of this concern, 
the doctors are most worried 
about the effect the announce¬ 
ment is having on all of the 
staff at the hospital. 

James says, "We want to 
maintain staff morale.” He says 
that this means clarifying the 
doctors stance on the review, 
and having the region make 
sure they are making the in¬ 
tent of the review clear to them 
and the staff. The doctors had 
not even heard about the re¬ 
view in advance and were un¬ 
prepared to be able to explain 
it to the staff at the hospital. 

A meeting had been planned 
with the head of nursing from 
Drumheller with all of the hos¬ 
pital staff last Thursday morn¬ 
ing to make sure everyone un¬ 
derstood and was aware of 
what the functional program 
review and its outcomes would 
mean. 

The doctors also say that 
the process should involve the 
community. 

"I think the citizens of this 
community should make their

They suggest calling the local 
MLA, Richard Marz, or writ¬ 
ing to the RHA5 board or writ¬ 
ing letters to the editor to be 
sure the public voice is heard. 


Fire commision to be 
formed in January 


County delays Carstairs 
school decision again

Mountain View County has 
once again delayed any deci¬ 
sion on the Carstairs Futures 
project. 

The council has been re¬ 
quested a number of times to 
donate either in kind or in 
cash towards the site prepara¬ 
tion of the project. 

"I'm not sure we have all of 
the relevant data to make a 
decision today," said Coun. Ian 
Harvie. 

County councillors have ex¬ 
pressed, on a number of occa¬ 
sions, that they have concerns 
about the multi-million dollar 
project including the fact that 
the first phase of the project is 
for the high school students 
and the younger children will 
stay in Hugh Sutherland, 
which is in need of repairs. 

During two presentations 
to the council, one from the 
Futures Committee and one 
from the Carstairs Mayor 
Richard Dais, they have raised 
these questions. 

And again on Wednesday, 
they said they felt they were 
missing some relevant infor¬ 
mation. 

The council has been told 
that the older part of the old 
school would be shut down 
and the younger students 


moved into the more func¬ 
tional part until phase two of 
the project would be completed. 

During the meeting with 
Dais at the last county council 
meeting, the request from the 
futures committee was reiter¬ 
ated, however council said they 
felt they could not make a 
decision at that time without 
some further details. 

But, the timeline is tight. 

The Futures Committee 
found that when they had what 
was marked as modernization 
funds turned over into new 
school money, they had a 
shortfall of $587,000. They 
have feverishly been 
fundraising both in and out of 
the community to raise those 
funds because the department 
of education has told them that 
80%, or $469,000 of the addi¬ 
tional funding must be in place 
before Dec. 31 of this year, or 
the money will be turned back 
into modernization and work 
at the old school will begin. 

Including two major grants, 
one community and facility en¬ 
hancement grant and one lot¬ 
tery board grant, along with 
many other community dona¬ 
tions, the total they have 
raised to date is $230,000. This 
leaves $239,000 in signed non¬ 
revocable commitments of in- 


kind work or cash that must 
be in place by the end of this 
month. 

County council chose to only 
accept the information they 
had gathered as information, 
and not to make a decision. 
However, they have assured 
that they can call a special 
meeting to give a definitive 
answer with plenty of time. 

Reeve Pat James, said he 
also wanted to delay a deci¬ 
sion because he was scheduled 
to have a meeting with some 
members of the community one 
last time later during the week. 

"It is important that we hear 
what these people have to say. 
I feel making a decision on 
this thing may be premature," 
he said. 

Community input has not 
all been positive. Recently, a 
group of people have started a 
petition in Carstairs and area 
against the school. Coun. 
Harvie said that he would also 
be interested in hearing the 
results of that petition before 
any decision is made. 

Council did not specify a 
date on which they will make 
their decision, but James 
added, "Because of the nature 
of this, we should be certain 
we are dealing with all of the 
information."

After four months of negotiations, the town and the county 
have come to an agreement to form a fire commission. 

The commission would bring together the town's fire 
department resources and the county's, including equipment 
and financial coffers. 

The commission would then become a separate and distinct 
entity from either municipal body and will be run by a commis¬ 
sion board comprised of two representatives from the county 
council, two from the town council and one member-at-large 
from each area. Also, the fire chief and deputy fire chief will sit 
on the board as resources only and will not have a vote. 

The commission would be responsible for the combined town 
and county fire budgets for the Didsbury fire protection area 
which would become one big pot. 

Previously, the town and the county handled their own 
individual fire commissions and budgets and did their own 
decision making. The county does not have a fire department, 
but divides their funds based on a per capita basis among the 
departments who service county residents. 

In the last number of years, tbe county has devised a 
commission with the Town of Olds, which was part of the basis 
used for the local Didsbury fire protection area agreement. 

Capital costs between the town and the county will be shared 
on a 50:50 ratio, while all other costs will be shared with the 
county paying 40% and the town paying 60%. Evan Parlia¬ 
ment, chief administrative officer for the town says that this 
was based on the ratio of residents urban to rural. 

Although there are still some minor details to be worked out, 
Parliament told council that he believes that once the fire 
commission is formed effective January of 1999, the members 
will be able to work out the details. 

"Overall, I believe it is imperative that a commission be 
formed prior to the 1999 budget deliberations. I believe that the 
new Fire Commission, in the spirit of cooperation, will attempt 
to amend any 'differences' that exist in this proposed agree¬ 
ment," said Parliament. 

All county municipalities and towns are examining the 
possibility of eventually creating one large commission county¬ 
wide. However, for now each town deals with the county 
individually. 

Parliament wrapped up conversation saying, "This puts the 
decision making into the hands of the people who really will 
know the fire department." 

Council passed a motion to execute the proposed agreement 
effective Jan.l.

Notes from Nigeria: Ingredients of a good time 


Dan and Janet Snyder are 
Didsburians who are mission¬ 
aries in Nigeria. 

Sunday, November 22 

Dear friends. 

Once a year the eighth grad¬ 
ers have a pancake breakfast. 
Since Dan is their sponsor this 
year, he had the responsibility of 
organizing this. The purpose of 
this and other fund-raising events 
is to provide money for the eighth 
grade banquet in May. Also, since 
most students can't have part- 
time jobs here, these events are 
to help them gain some work 
experience. Anyway, the big event 
was yesterday. 

For the last few weeks there 
has been planning and arrang¬ 
ing for who will do what. A sign¬ 
up sheet was finally posted and 
dire warnings of what would 
happen if students didn't cooper¬ 
ate were issued. All in all the 
event went very smoothly. That 
didn't mean that Dan slept com¬ 
fortably on Thursday and Fri¬ 
day nights - he was anxious about 
what all could go wrong when 
young teenagers attempt to feed 
about 250 people. 

Some weeks ago the flour for 
the pancakes was purchased and 
stored in the freezer in the PE 
department. Tuesday, several stu¬ 
dents went with Dan downtown 
to buy things like napkins, milk 
powder, salt, baking power, tea, 


coffee, sugar and butter. Thurs¬ 
day after school, several boys 
came to our house to put the 
sugar (50 kg) into empty milk 
tins. Then Janet and Dan went 
around to the people that had 
been contacted to collect electric 
griddles, transformers, and plas¬ 
tic dishes and utensils. 

Friday Dan went and bought 
150 oranges and 100 bananas. 
Also Friday, after school, two 
mothers met with five of the girls 
in the Middle School science room 
to put the dry ingredients to¬ 
gether - 110 cups of flour (fresh 
from the freezer) and all 2.5 kg of 
milk powder with the other 
things. At the same time, Dan 
had several students and another 
mother over making syrup - about 
10 litres. 

From 7:30-9 p.m. about half of 
the class came to the hostel on 
the school compound where the 
breakfast was to be held. We 
rearranged the tables and chairs, 
set up the transformers and grid¬ 
dles to make cooking stations, 
and collected filtered water so 
that we wouldn't run out. We 
used about 250 litres of water 
Saturday morning. 

Without Janet's help in or¬ 
ganizing and supervising, the 
job would have been much more 
difficult. 

Saturday morning we contin¬ 
ued with setting up from 7 a.m. 
The students cut the oranges 
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into quarters and the bananas 
into halves. Several parents came 
when the first pancakes were 
made about 7:30 a.m. Some of the 
students ate before we opened to 
the Hillcrest community at 8 
a.m. It's difficult to know how 
many people will come, but we 
probably had more than came 
last year. We needed to make up 
more dry ingredients and much 
more syrup. Probably we served 
about 250 people. There is no set 
charge, but we ask for a dona¬ 
tion. Of course we had some 
students who came, ate six or 
seven pancakes and lots of fruit, 
and then donated a very small 
amount. However, the other side 
of that is the parents who come 
and contribute large amounts to 
the class. 

During the busiest time the 
electricity went off, so Dan had 
to get the school generator 
turned on and a fuse replaced. 
With electric griddles supplying 
some of the pancakes, no elec¬ 
tricity was a minor crisis. 

At 10 a.m., we officially closed 
down and the students eagerly 
counted the money. They have 
over half of what they will need 
for their banquet. But the work 
wasn't done: there were still lots 
of dishes to wash, floors to sweep, 
tables and chairs to put back, 
and much more. By about 11:30 
a.m. everything was finished. In 
the afternoon Dan returned most 
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of the borrowed things and then the energy to play volleyball. Oh, 
had a nap. Meanwhile, many of the wonder of youth! 
the students who were too ex- Sincerely, 
hausted to work managed to find Dan and Janet

Early harvest increases risk of 
infestations in stored grain 


The Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission (CGC) urges produc¬ 
ers and grain handlers to take 
precautions against insect in¬ 
festations this winter. 

The CGC's entomologist, 
Blaine Timlick, says the po¬ 
tential for insect infestations 
in grain stored on the farm 
and in elevators is high again 
this year. 

"The 1998 harvest came off 
early, quickly and in warm, 
dry weather, much like 1997. 
Last year, infestations at pri¬ 
mary elevator were detected 
at a three times greater fre¬ 
quency. To top it off the win¬ 
ter of 1997-98 was unusually 
mild," said Timlick. 

In most years, double-digit, 
below-zero temperatures help 
manage storage insect popula¬ 
tions on the Prairies. Never¬ 
theless, Timlick recommends all 
who handle grain take precau¬ 
tions to preserve quality. These 
include cleaning storage bins 
and surrounding areas thor¬ 


oughly, applying recommend in¬ 
sect control products to storage 
structures, using proper aera¬ 
tion techniques to cool the grain 
mass, and regularly monitor¬ 
ing storage bins for signs of 
infestation. 

It is more efficient and less 
expensive to control problems 
as they occur. If insect 
populations are allowed to 
overwinter in farm bins, the 
problem will be worse next year. 
If infested grain enters the han¬ 
dling system, the cost of treat¬ 
ing infestations rises dramati¬ 
cally and increases costs for 
everyone. 

Cooling grain and regular 
monitoring are the most effi¬ 
cient and cost effective strate¬ 
gies for on-farm insect control. 
Grain should be cooled as soon 
as possible as most insect pest 
will not reproduce at tempera¬ 
tures below +15 degrees C. Aera¬ 
tion is the easiest cooling 
method. Grain not aerated must 
be augured into another bin or 


truck and cooled down over¬ 
night. This process must be 
repeated a number of times. 
After aeration or turn out, grain 
bins should be monitored regu¬ 
larly, especially if the grain will 
be stored all winter. 

For a small fee, the CGC will 
analyse farm or elevator grain 
samples for insects. Clients 
should send a one-kilogram sam¬ 
ple from the suspect part of the 
grain, in a well-sealed plastic 
bag, to the nearest CGC Service 
Centre. To find out more about 
this service, call the toll-free 
number: 1-800-853-6705. 

The Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission is a federal agency re¬ 
sponsible for establishing and 
maintaining Canada's grain 
quality standards. Its programs 
results in shipments of grain 
that consistently meet contract 
specifications for quality, safety 
and quantity. As well, the CGC 
regulates the grain industry to 
ensure the integrity of grain 
transactions.
